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Truman's Housing 


Plan Wins Support 
Among All Groups 


Goal of 2,700,000 New 


Homes in Two Years 


is Proposed 


Washington, Feb. 9 — (AP) — 


President Truman's recommenda- 
tions for the greatest house-build- 
ing program in history won imme- 
diate and enthusiastic bipartisan 
support today on Capitol Hill. 


Democrats and Republicans alike 


applauded the objectives of the 
emergency campaign which has 
set its sights on the construction 
of 2,700,000 new homes in the next 
two years, 


Wilson S. Wyatt, the housing 


expediter and generalissimo of the 
projected campaigni said it could 
"move into high gear" by April 
1 if congress acts promptly and 
votes the necessary legislation. 


Only one phase of the over-all 


program failed to click with con- 
gressmen. That was the proposal 
that the 40,000,000 existing dwell- 
ings be placed under pnce con- 
trol. Major opposition to this de 
\eloped. 


Sees Quick Passage 


Rep. Wolcott of Michigan, he- 


nior Republican on the House 
Banking committee, which handles 
housing legislation, said if the ad- 
ministration would drop its fight 
for price ceilings on old houses 
"I don't see why we can't put 
through the legislation the presi- 
dent asked for, by unanimous con- 
sent, within 24 hours". 


He proposed that the committee 


recall an emergency housing bill 
it approved yesterday, to rewrite 
it along the lines asked by the 
president, except for the old house 
price control feature. The commit- 
tee deleted such control from the 
bill it approved. 


The National Association of Real 


Estate boards also registered op- 
position to the price control feat- 
ures, but "heartily" endorsed the 
rest of the program. Other inter- 
ested organizations withheld form- 
al comment pending study. 


Two Buildings in 


Business Area of

Damage was estimated at more 


than 517,000, although the figure 
probably will be increased when a 
more accurate check on stock in 
two stores and furnishings of the 
American Legion hall and a five- 
room apartment is made by insur- 
ance adjusters. Part of the loss 
wa-« covered by insurance. 


The blaze started at 6 p. m. in 


the Farmers Feed & Supply com- 
pany building, a two-story frame 
structure,

quarters of Philip Cafagna Post 
No. 209. American Legion, which 
owned the building, located on the 
second floor. 


Within a short time the flames 


engulfed the 
adjoining

Senate Set to Count 


Out FEPC Proposals 


The "bold" housing program, 


prepared by Wyatt on instructions 
from Mr. Truman, contemplates 
about $16,000,000,000 in housing 
construction during the next two 
years. The houses would be built 
principally by private contractors, 
with most of the dwellings selling 
for no more than $6,000 or rent- 
ing for not more than -S50 a month. 


Announcing the vast undertak- 


ing last night, Mr. Truman called 
it a "veterans' Emergency Hous- 
ing Program", and Wyatt empha- 
sized it is intended to bring living 
space into line with veterans' 
pocketbooks. 


The estimated cost to the feder- 


al government is S850.000.000. 


The program contemplates a 


vast increase in the production of 
building materials, tripling of the 
labor force now working in resi- 
dential construction, and wage 
and price rises where necessary to 
get results. 


Would Hit New High 


Here's how Wyatt described it in 


detail: 


1. Construction of 2,700,000 low 


and moderate cost homes must be 
started by the end of next year. 
The target for 1946: 1.200,000 
homes started, of which 700.000 
will be conventional houses; 250.- 
000 p e r m a n e n t prefabricated 
houses; and 250.000 temporary 
units. 


(The previous construction high 


was 937,000 homes in 1925; in 1945 
only 240.000 were built.) 


2. Preference for veterans and 


their families in the rental or pur- 
chase of these homes with appro- 
priate provisions for non-veteran 
hardship cases. 


3. Greatly expanded production 


of building materials. 


4. Recruitment and training of 


1 .500,000 additional workers in the 
housing field. 


5. Postponement of all deferr- 


able and non-essential construction 
for the balance of 1946. 


6. Priorities and allocations to 


home builders for equipment and 
materials. 


7. Curbing of inflation through 


more effective price control on 
building- materials, ceilings on new 
and existing homes, and on build- 
ing lots, and through the continu-, 
tion of rent controls. 


8. Insured mortgages on low 


cost homes up to 90 per cent of 
value and based on necessary cur- 
rent costs. 


9. New temporary legislation to 


support the program, including 
S250.000.000 for temporary re-use 
of war housing. 


10. Community participation pa- 


ralleling federal action 
through 


emergency housing committees in 
cities and towns throughout the 
country. 


11. The Reconstruction Finance 


corporation to play a major role' in 
financing the program. In addi- 
tion? authorization from congress 
will' be required immediately to 
provide $600,000,000 for premium 
payments. 


Washington, Feb. 9— (AP)— The 


senate today was ready to count 
FEPC out for the present after a 
month-long filibuster. 


This meant a resounding victory 


for southern senators and a few 
northern colleagues who have been 
trying to talk the measure to 
death ever since it was called up 
for action in January. 


The formal showdown was due 


this afternoon (3 p.m., CST) when 
a vote was scheduled on a motion 
to limit debate drastically on the 
bil to set up a permanent Fair 
Employment Practice Commission. 


Backers of the bill frankly con- 


ceded they lacked the two-thirds 
majority necessary to put over 
this cocalled "gag-rule", and that 
is the only way they can squelch 
the filibuster and force a quick 
vote on the measure. 


Mild "Full Employment" 


Bill Sent to Truman

Manila, Feb. 9.—(AP)—The war 


crimes trial of Lt. Gen. Masaharu 
Homma ended today in its fifth 
week with the Japanese defendant, 
erstwhile conqueror of Manila, Ba- 
taan and Corregidor, in tears. 


The prosecution demanded that 


the general, accused of ordering 
the Bataan Death March, be given 
the same sentence as his military 
contemporary, Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki 
Yamashita—death on the gallows. 


What fate the U. S. military 


commission has in store for him 
likely will be made known Mon- 
day at 3 p. m. (1 a. m. Monday 
Central Standard Time). 


In civilian attire, the general 


who once barked surrender orders 
to Gen. Jonathan 
Wamwright, 


wept openly as Maj. John Skeen, 
of Baltimore, 
chief 
of defense 


counsel, said: 


"Man Devoted to Peace" 


"Should his life be taken, the 


world would lose a man devoted to 
peace." 


These were the big charges flung 


at Homma by the prosecution and 
the answers of the defense: 


Charge 1—Homma was respon- 


sible for the 1942 march to prison 
of Bataan's surrendered Americans 
and Filipinos during which thou- 
sands were tortured and died. An- 
swer by CapL George W. Ott, Wil- 
mette, Dl.—The Japanese, short on 
transportation, 
had 
to 
handle 


'many more prisoners of war than 
anticipated" and mistreatment re- 
sulted from the "whims" of indi- 
vidual guards—not Homma. 


Charged With Slaughter 


Charge 2—Homma unnecessari- 


ly slaughtered defenders on Corre- 
gidor island in Manila Bay after 
the fall of Bataan by continuing 
his artillery fire after the white 
flag was run up. Answer by Capt. 
Frank Coder, Somerset, Pa.—"The 
only testimony we have in this re- 
gard is that of CoL John R. Pugh, 
of Washington, (General Wain- 
wright's aide on the island) that 1 
saw three fresh dead about-three 
o'clock on the afternoon after the 
white flag was run up and I at- 
tributed them to artillery fire." 


Charge 3 — Homma's p l a n e s

Two in Dixon Jail 


Pending Inquires 


Two youths claiming to be from 


Pennsylvania were being held for 
investigation today by State Police 
Officers Russell Gentry and Cy 


larls, after an automobile accident 


on U. S. route 30 about one mile 
west of the Lee spur yesterday 
afternoon. The automobile, which 
bore Pennsylvania dealer's license 
plates, was considerably damaged 
and was hauled to a garage at 
Shabbona. 


One of the youths who said he 


was Gerald Brodlemay, 19, of Har- 
risburg, Pa., is being held at the 
city jail in Dixon, facing a charge 
of operating a motor vehicle with- 
out a driving license. Brodlemay, 
according to the state officers, ap- 
peared to be feigning injuries more 
serious than physicians who ex- 
amined him following the accident, 
were able to find, and he refuses 
to answer questions. 


Separated from Navy 


He was wearing a Navy uni- 


form, but papers found in his pos- 
session indicated that he had been 
separated from the Navy on Dec. 
11, when he was given an undesir- 
able discharge. Brodlemay was at- 
tended by a physician from Lee, 
who was called to the scene of 
the accident, and later was brought 
in an ambulance to the Katherme 
Shaw Bethea hospital in Dixon. 
He was treated at the local hos- 
pital and then removed to the city 
jail where he is being held while 
investigation is being conducted 
by the state officers with the 
Naval department headquarters at 
Chicago and Seattle, Wash. 


The second passenger in the car 


gave the name of Steve Conway 
and said his home was at either 
Philadelphia or Pittsburgh, Pa. He 
carried no identifications and the 
officers found a shore patrol night 
stick in the rear of the car which 
is believed to have been stolen in 
Pennsylvania. Brodlemay is pre- 
sumed to have a wife and daugh- 
ter living in Seattle, Wash., and 
while he told the state officers he 
was driving back to Pennsylvania, 
the car was headed west at the 
time of the crash. 


Conway, the officers stated, was 


driving the car, which left, the 
highway for ^n instant,. the^the 
driver* swerved back onto the pav- 
ing, crossing the slab, crashing 
into a concrete headwall on the 
opposite side, the car diving over 
the headwall, where it came to a 
stop. C. H. Challand and son of 
Waterman were driving east and 
observed the car leave the paving. 
The Waterman car came to a stop 
to avoid a crash but was side- 
swiped by the Pennsylvania ma- 
chine as it swerved across the 
paving. Neither of the occupants 
of the Wateiman machine was 
injured, the car being slightly 
damaged.

The committee was named by 


the International Council of Re- 
ligious Education with which the 
Educational -boards of 40 of the 
major Protestant denominations of 
the United States and Canada are 
associated. 


Publication of the new transla- 


tion, known as the Revised Stand- 
ard version, will be followed in 
about four years by a new trans- 
lation of the Old Testament, upon 
which another section of the com- 
mittee is engaged. 


The revised standard version 


will be an authorized revision of 
the American Standard Bible of 
1901, which was a revision of the 
King James version, published in 
1611. 


Translators said none of the 


changes in the new version affect- 
ed any major, doctrine of the Chris- 
tian faith. 


It is in simple, familiar style 


which, they said, corresponded 
more closely to the vernacular 
Greek in which the New Testament 
was written. 


Lord's Prayer Cut 


Eliminated from the text of the 


sixth chapter of Matthew, and 
placed in a footnote, is the final 
verse of the Lord's Prayer. "For 
Thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory, forever, 
amen." 


It was believed this was done on 


the ground that the manuscript 
authority for it was doubtful. 


Another change is that "Glory 


to God m the hig-hest. and on earth 
peace, goodwill toward men." Luke 
2:14, becomes "Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace 
among men with whom He is 
pleased." The older version is in 
a footnote.

Bill Not Precise 


in Some Matters

The Case bill—to cui'b strikes and 
some 
union 
activities 
during 


strikes—was passed in a rush by 
the house. 


The bill has been praised and 


attacked Inside and outside con- 
gress, but perhaps the strangest 
attack came from Rep. Clare E. 
.Hoffman, Michigan Republican. 


He attacked the bill for some- 


thing which he himself put into 
the bilL As it stands, the bill has 
portions which do not read gram- 
matically, and some of its spon- 
sors can't say precisely what in- 
terpretation may be placed on 
certain sections. 
, Because they are not explicitly 
stated, some of the bill's implica- 
tions can be very far-reaching 
and very tough on labor. 


The senate is certain to change 


the bill, if it ever considers it at 
all, because of the lack of precise- 
ness in some of its language. 


The bill, although it is major leg- 


islation, did not receive the treat- 
ment which other major legisla- 
tion gets. 


Most important bills first go 


through a committee when they 
are examined carefully and wit- 
nesses can testify on their faults 
or virtues. 


Shoved Onto Floor 


This one was shoved out on the

Settlement of the nation-wide 


steel strike remained the top ob- 
jective of high government offi- 
cials today but federal and New 
York City officials were concerned 
over the serious fuel shortage in 
the nation's largest city because 
of a continuing work stoppage by 
tugboat workers. 


President 
Truman 
reportedly 


was "quite hopeful" the steel wage 
dispute soon would be settled. A 
government official, who asked 
anonymity, said "good progress is 
being made" in negotiations be- 
tween industry officials and CIO 
United Steelworkers leaders. He 
said they are "not far apart." 


The most drastic system of fuel 


oil rationing in New York's his- 
tory was ordered by Mayor Wil- 
liam O'Dwyer after the 3,500 AFL 
striking tugmen rejected proposals 
designed to end the six-day hour- 
wage dispute. 


With fuel shipments by tug- 


boats from New Jersey to Man- 
hattan curtailed because of the 
strike, Mayor O'Dwyer said tha 
action was taken "in the interest 
of health and safety of the city's 
millions." 


ODT Urged to Man Tugs 


—O'Dwyer urged the Office of 
Defense Transportation, which had 
seized the towboat industry Wed- 
nesday, to man immediately all 


ing penalties for strike violence, 
imposing penalties for boycotts.

would inflict this penalty on a 
worker who committed strike vio- 
lence: It would deprive him of his 
rights under the National Labor 
Relations Act. 


Congressmen who 
fought the 


bill before its passage, .said this 
penalty meant. The worker was 
barred forever from joining a un- 
ion or being represented by a 
union. 


They said it would mean "for- 


ever" because the language of the 
bill set no time limit. 
But that 


penalty staved in the bill, un- 
changed, from start to finish- The

May Freeze Coal Stocks 


The order freezing all fuel oil 


and rationing oil may be extended 
to coal by Monday, said Albert 
Pleydell, acting fuel administra- 
tor.

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Telegraph Camera Pays A Visit to the Local Switchboard—Plans Accepted for New Dixon Arch 


Over 25,000 telephone calls are processed by these operators each day at the Dixon Home Telephone Com- 


pany. Normally each girl will handle from 5 to 6 calls every minute throughout the day and the supervisors 
have noted that the board reflects the pulse of the community. Any unusual event- such as a fire, failure of 
utilities, etc., will cause many homemakers to reach for the phone and the entire board lights up like a Christ- 
mas tree.

Here is a closeup of an operator connecting a 


call through her board—an operation which neces- 
sitates the plugging in of two cords, one for the 
calling party and one for the party called. Due to 
the strain of completing 300 to 400 calls each hour, 
the girls work only two hours continuously before 
taking regular rest periods. 


This is the machine that rings the telephone 


bells for the local phone company. The electrical 
device manufactures four different frequencies of 
electrical current, all of which may travel over the 
same wires and ring four individual phones. The 
sensitivity of the device is measured in the fraction 
of a second.

Wires, wires everywhere—but each strand plays an important part in the daily use of every telephone in 


Dixon. When a homemaker places a call, the message is relayed through hundreds of miles of underground 
cable before and after being cleared through the switchboard. The slightest flaw in any of the wires stops a 
conversation immediately and places the phone out-of-order until repairs can be made. 


Telephone testing boards, such as the one" 


shown above, enable you to conduct intelligent con- 
versations over thousands of miles of wire with a 
person at any one of the 35,000,000 telephones now 
in use. It makes your words into radio waves and 
impulses, tumbles' them out. over the wires, and 
they end up in your receiver as intelligent conver- 
sation. 


Long distance toll tickets are photographed 


shortly after the call is completed and the original 
slip is later mailed to the subscriber. The local 
company was the first to use this photographic 
machine in Illinois, and since its installation tele- 
phone officials have called from near and far to 
study its operation before making their own insta- 
lation.

By this time I yelled, "wait a

Luxembourg's tight 1,000 square 
miles are just one big family, in 
which its all for one and one for 
all. It's difficult for the stranger 
to understand such a Utopian sit- 
uation. You really have to visit 
this story-book principality to get 
the feel of it, and even at that I 
don't believe I should have got 
the full significance of the situ- 
ation out for a remark dropped by 
Prime Minister Dupong while Mrs. 
Mack and I were chatting with 
him hi his private office. 


The prime minister said that all 


Luxembourgers are

by 


blood. 
Well, of course, I don't 


suppose he meant that to be taken 
literally, but it's probably true 
that there aren't many people in 
his tiny state who aren't related 
if you trace their life age back a 
bit.

There's utter fascination 
in the fairytale capital which hun- 
dreds of years ago was built as a 
military stronghold atop the tow- 
ering rock that rises sheer from 
the gorge cut about it by the 
river Alzette. 


Still, it strikes me that there's

One finds it easy to accept the

faith and fortitude, 


and which yield what Paul calls 
"the peaceable fruit of righteous- 
ness." the primitive life of Israel 
makes plain what happens when 
a people refuse to accept and ex- 
ercise 
the reasonable disciplines 
that 
are 
inevitably 
associated 


with moral character and social 
responsibility. Disaster came up- 
on them when character failed. 
And no nation 
is secure when 


moral and social 
disciplines are 


disregarded and refused. 


Here in our country today we 


are facing 
serious 
consequences 


because large numbers of peo- 
ple are morally and socially un- 
disciplined. 
At the lowest scale 


are the willfully criminal, 
car- 


ing nothing about what 
happens 


to others or how they suffer, as 
long as they themselves get then- 
ill-gotten gains. 
A little higher 


are 
those 
who operate within 


the 
law. 
but whose greed and 


selfishness are little less than 
criminal in their results. 
Much 


higher, but morally and socially 
ineffective, are the "good" people 
who live to themselves, but who 
do little to restrain evil. 
Social 


discipline, as well as self-disci- 
pline, is at the very foundation 
of social welfare. 
It is as true 


today 
as in the day that 
God 


spake on Sinai.
